3 . In a memorandum to you on Subject dated 25 March 1957 i we stated that 
an analysis of Subject's background and of Field traces had resulted in the 
suspicion that Subject may be an intelligence opportunist. We have recently 
received information from the Field stating that, in the opinion of the Case 
Officer, Subject Is not an intelligence opportunist but had conveyed that 
impression as he had a genuine desire to offer hie services and was attempting 
to "wrap himself up as an attractive package," based on his primary commodity, 
on extensive experl enc c in the I.S* Field, In order to attract the attention 
of the proper authorities.
